all others have increased in Wealth in 
sccordance with the degree of tact and 
‘Indtistry they possessed As a class they 
hare prospered to an extent truly sron- 
derful, and now possess ten do!lara where 
they lind one upon their entrance into 
Utah, all of which has been obtained 
froin land for which the Government bas 
charged them.one cent. 


The fact that only sixty odd thousand 


dollars of internal revenue (not the 
amount which whiskey alone should have 
paid)’ wes returned from Utah in 1865 
shows that they have nut oppressed them- 
-selres to mect the legal! demands of the 
Government, nor. can they ‘point to a 
“single set whercio the Government has 
oppérssed them. It appointed all the Ter- 
riturial officials from among their ows 
number (a privilege which no otaer Ter-

mitted open treason by taking up arms 
“against the authority of the United States, 
but eren thisImost glering of crimes was 
orerlooked and pardoned by a too gener- 
ous Gorerament 


The whole record of the Mormons 
‘ fails to show wherein they have ever 
~ made the Government their debtors, and 
“it looks preposterous for them to ask it 
to sustain them in driving from land 
which they nerer owned, never used or 
needed, men who have risked everything 
even to their very lives to sustain that 
“game Gorernment.

A German has scarred the faces of tour- 
teen of Lis intimate triends. swallowed 
‘sixty tons of beer and the philosophy of 
Flegel, sung eleven thousand couplets, 
a maid rervant. sinoked a 
million of pipes, and been concerned in 


revolutions. The Roman prince has 


done nothing, learned nothing, suffered 
nothing. The grate of a cloister is 
thrown open, 8 young girl with no more 
experience than himeelf is led forth, and 
these two innocents proceed to kneel 
-bafore a priest, who licenses them to 
begin a fresh stock of innocents.”
